1, TALENT coverage of the CHICOM coastal areas opposite 25K1D

2, The intelligence estimate on the situation vizeaeviz TAIWAN 
and the Off shore Islands at the moment is that the military forces on the 
CHICOM coast are more likely to be used in connection with political 
maneuvering than in connection with an all out assault either on the Offshore 
Islands or TAIWAN itself in the near future, 


4, It is in the face of the foregoing possible circumstance that 
we believe the most critical requirement is to obtain comprehensive TALENT 
coverage of the area from CANTON to the SHANTUNG Peninsula on the coast 
and airfields and ground forces as far as 300 miles inland to be accomplished 
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at the same time within the next month, thereby providing an adequate 
intelligence base for the analysis of CHICOM capabilities both in terms 
of assault or movement of forces for political reasons, 


5. The Ad Hoc Requirements Committee (ARC) reiterates its 


view that the highest priority requirements for TALENT coverage lie in 
USSR itself,
